The development of this industry was 


one of many enterprises that havo been i 
inccessfully pursued in this wonderful 
land dejpito the singularly unfavorable 
conditions that have exiited. Cuba'a 
greatest wealth must alwayi couie from 
tho vegetabla products of the earth. 
Her soil is wonderful. It is not only 
ertile, but inexhaustible. Three crops 
of cane grow from one planting. No 
ertillzers are used. Tha foil in places 
has the great depth of 27 feet. Tobacco 
needs uo gnano to make » crop and not 
nearly EO much labor ad is required iu 
cultivation elsewhere. Anything that 
grows under the tropical sun can bo 
grown iu Cuba, although during recent 
years tho soil has boen given up to the 
production of sugar aud tobacco. 


Before the devastating torch of war 


had laid waste tho canefields and de- 
stroyed factories und mills the busy 
bum of fruitful labor Etirred all the air. 
The cost of making sugar was gradually 
reduced by the introduction of labor 
raving machinery, and the business set- 
tled down to a paying basis, and by the 
increased power of production the de 
mand for cane grew, planters were en 
oonraged, aud the fruitful island began 
to wear a prosperous air. The tobacco 
planters aud manufacturers also im- 
proved their methods, and this rival 
product kept even pace with its saccha- 
rine competitor. The annual sugar crop, 
was worth ^5,000.0011. the tobacco 
crop $8,000,000. Then came the revolu- 
tion. Somehow, when one writes ot 
Cuba, everything comes back to that 
wint and strikes it as against a dead 
fall after clearing tbo cruel hurdles of 
Spanish tyranny. 


But let us revert to the first branch ot 


ho subject—tho island proper in its cn- 
irety. The coast contour of Cnba is 
iroken with hundreds of inlets, all of 
hem harbors in greater or less degree, 
each having its small fortifications, its 
villages aud its special industries. The 
profile of the island, to quote the lan- 
guage of the railroad engineer, is varied 
and picturesque, here a high peak, there 
a valley, thero a plain.

Not » Uo' Couotrj. 


Wo aro accustomed to think of Cnba 


as a hot country, situated as it is under 
tho tropics, and tho common impression 
ia correct to tho extent that tho mean 
average temperature of the year is high 
er than iu countries farther north, but 
tho climate Is moro equable. There are 
not thosa sudden variations that in 
many parts of tho United States fire so 
severe on tho human constitution. 
In 


Havana, for example, the average tern 
peratnre of tho hottest month is 84 
degrees; ot tha coldest, 73. In Santiago 
do Cnba, n city often mentioned in tho 
war dispatches, the average of tho year 
is SO; of the hottest month, 84; of the 
coolest, 73. These are high figures, bnt 
not very high for an island lying in 
equatorial regions and surrounded by 
water that is warm to the hand all the 
year round. To a stranger from a dry 
country a feature mora objectionable 
than the steady heat is tbe tremendous 
rainfall. Tbe geographical and topo- 
graphical situation ot Cuba provides 
two seasons only, the wet and tho diy 
During the latter rains ars not frequent 
being atoned for, however, by the abnn 
danoe of the dew, but in the rainy sea 
son Jupiter Plnvius seems to turn him 
self loose to excel all previous efforts, 
and from 125 to 140 inches of rain is 
not uncommon, there being about 103 
days when the rain comes down not in 
drops, but in sheets, in masses, in tub- 
fnls at a time, as though the windows 
of the heavens were opened and the 
floods of tbe great aerial deep had brp- 
kenloose. Soabundantistberainfall, in 
fact, that, as a recent traveler remarks, 
the wonder is that any island remains; 
that the whole U not dissolved and car- 
ried off into the sea. But in Cnba no 
one minds tbe rain. 


Notwithstanding the peculiarities oi j 


its coast line. Cuba has more than 200 
excellent ports. Tha principal of these 
ara Havana, Bahia Hondo, Puerto de 
Cabanas, Matauzas, Cardenas^ Sagua la 
Grande, !-•» Goanaja, Nuevitas, Mala 
jueta, Mauati, Puerto del Padre, Santi- 
ago de Cnba, Maniauillo, Canto, Santa 
Cruz, Cieufuegos, Oochinosand La Broa. 
The rivers of Cuba are not large, bnt 
numerous, there bvingno fewer than S60 
nf them, all told, and thai is exclusive 
of small creeks and dry beds of torrents, 


per, quicksilver, lead, nsphaltuui iu all 
its forms, antimony, arscuio,maugaueso, 
copperas, rod lead, etc. In tho Saraum- 
guncau aud several other rivers gold has 
been found, though not iu paying quan- 
tities. Silver of a certain grade abound: 
in Piimr del Rio, Sail Ferunudo aud 
Yumuri. Almost all tho metnmorphio 
rocks contain copper,-aud these aro soat 
tered all over the island. It is usually 
found iu Iho form of pyrites aud sul 
phurets. 


In tho eastern part ot Cuba, abont 13 


miles from Santiago; the rich copper 
mines of £1 Cobro wore worked for a 
good many years by an English com- 
pany. Thty were abandoned during the 
last revolution. There aro othor mines 
uot yet open aud some not yet exhausted. 


The city ot Santiago, by tho way, is 


worth more than more passing mention, 
It being tho chief city of tho eastern de- 
partment. It lies 600 miles southeast of 
tho present capital aud ranks third in 
commercial importance—Havana first 
and Matanzas second. It is the archbish- 
op's residence, aud to it people flock

flsh. No matter how you cook It, be 
aure It is thoroughly done. Uncooked 
or half cooked fish Is never palatable 
and a discredit lo the cook who allows 1 
to go to Ihe table In thai condition. 


You will cook flsh In one of four ways 


viz: lioil, broil, tiak« or fry. 


Aa probably three-fourths of the fls 


served In private families li fried, 
panned, na It Is sometimes called, 
word about that method of treatment 
demanded. Of course, every good house- 
wife will say: "it Is not necessary to tell 
us how to fry fish," but the fact remains 
tbat few cook It In the best and most 
approved mnnner. Moat cooks who have 
Investigated the subject have discarded 
the old method) of putting a little but- 
ter or drippings Into a pan, laying in the 
Ilnh and then covering Ihe dish to allow 
the lish "lo cook through," as they say. 
In other words, they fry Ihe outside of 
the flsh and stc.im the rest. You wouldn't 
fry doughnuts that way, why fish? Try 
this method: Get out your doughnut 
kettle well filled with fat and heat It 
until a piece of bread when dropped In 
will soon brown, then drop In your flsh 
Just as you would doughnuts, and you 
will have fried lish beautiful to look al 
and delicious lo the taste. 


You may prepare your flsh in one ol 


two ways: 1st, roll In cracker crumbs 
or fine Indian meal, season with sal I and 
plenty of pepper, and then fry, or, 2d 
roll In cracker crumbs then dip In a well 
beaten egg, again roll In cracker crumbs 
season and fry.
